Over the years many news organizations 
have sought to point out the tragedy of this 
institution. 
Following 
each

The only result was more inaction. The

legislators promised much publicly but pro­ 
vided little. 
The Shame of Pennhurst was dealt with 
by sweeping it under a rug of indifference. 
Enlightened men and women did nothing 
to remove Pennhurst patients from condi­ 
tions that belong to the dark ages. 
The cause of mental retardation has been 
retarded by the state legislature and the 
governor.. 
Retarded patients need not be locked 
away and forgotten. They need not live in 
conditions that equal those of Bedlam. They 
do not have to suffer added indignity to the 
indignity of their afflictions. 


Most retarded patients can be trained. 
They can be motivated. They can be 
taught to enjoy life; certainly the simple 
pleasures of life. 
They don't have to be locked away in 
unsafe ruins. 
The current administration of Pennhurst, 
led by acting superintendent, Dr. C. Duane 
Youngberg, is making improvements, and is 
proving that patients can be taught. 
Dr. Youngberg is a humane man with a 
profound sense of dedication. 
But he cannot work his miracles without 
the help of the state. 
The board of the hospital, too, has tried 
time and time again to pry funds from the 
state. 
Promises were given but they’ve been 
unkept. 
The M ercury challenges each member of 
the state senate, each member of the state 
house and Governor Shapp to eliminate the 
shame that is. Pennhurst. 
The Mercury challenges these officials to 
stop talking and start acting to improve con­ 
ditions, to provide training and to humanize 
the institution. 
Profound promises aren’t needed. 
Positive action is.

Pennhurst State School and Hospital: a 
vast human junkyard spruced up on the out­ 
side so the taxpayers won’t feel guilty. 
One thousand seven hundred human be­ 
ings stored away in crumbling warehouses, 
the urine stench of decades soaked so deeply 
into the walls and floors it can, never be 
washed out. 
The heat and noise of 30 mentally re­ 
tarded women (“kids” ) sleeping in one suf­ 
focating bare room. 
“When we turn out the lights the fan goes 
off too,” explained an aide. “They say they 
can’t rewire it.” 
One small sink for 40 people to brush 
their teeth in. 
CONCRETE BIN 
Shower rooms like a picture from Buch- 
enwald. In a ward for wheelchair patients, a 
rough plank platform is shoved under the 
nozzles in the gray concrete shower bin so 
the crippled residents won’t have to sit, on 
the dirty bare floor. 
Toilet bowls lined up against a wall. 
Naked patients in the blind wards perch 
there all day, knees drawn up to their chins. 
Like the old Army joke, shoes are made 
in the state prisons in two sizes — too large 
and too small. Dresses billow7 like tents. 
Hair is cropped short. 
Black flies buzz in the wards, dozens on 
a single bed. The crack between the worn 
double screen doors is “big enough for a 
snake to crawl through.” 
A hand-lettered sign in the blind ward: 
“Please pay no attention to patients who 
yell and scream, 
“Ignore patients who are undressed. ” 
FOR ATTENTION 
They only do it to get attention, an aide 
explained. 
In 1-3, the ward for the blind and handi­ 
capped, they held a fire drill some time ago. 
Thirteen patients- and two aides couldn’t get 
down the fire escape within the alloted time. 
In a real fire, none might get out. 
The 
door to the fire escape opens inward — 
against all state regulations. 
If patients 
crowded against the door in panic, it couldn’t 
be opened. 
One women’s ward is in the dim third- 
floor attic of a, building that was supposed 
to be torn down years ago. The walls are 
insulated with pitch. 
“ If we had a fire this place would go up 
like a torch — we’d all be roasted alive,<’ 
said a veteran aide. 
“By the time they got the wheelchair 
patients on the first floor and the hyper­ 
actives on the second floor out of here we’d 
all be dead.” 
Temperatures soared in the attic during 
the recent heat wave. The patients tore off 
their clothes and fought. The small window 
fan smoked when it was turned on. 
HOSE BOUGHT 
One aide brought a fan from home and 


another bought, with her own money, a 25- 
foot length of garden hose to spray water 
over the women. 
The linoleum on the floor is worn away 
in huge patches, tripping the residents who 
only can walk in a shuffle.

The bright, clean corridors and rooms 
were nearly deserted except for a woman 
at the aides’ station. The mongoloid in un­ 
derpants pounding on the locked door of 
his “seclusion room” looked out of place. 
In an activity room, a few patients played 
listlessly and unattended behind a screen 
of glass. One sat half-naked on the floor 
masturbating. 
In short, it’s business as usual at Penn­ 
hurst. 
It’s business as usual and probably will 
be for a long time to come. 
For several years the state has had 
grand and enlightened plans to change things 
at Pennhurst, in fact to do away with it 
completely. 
DECENT LIVES 
Officialdom has awakened to the fact 
that many retarded people can live decent 
lives outside of institutions with proper train­ 
ing, care and supervision. 
They don’t have to be animals if they’re 
not treated like animals. 
Harrisburg wants to see small cottage­ 
like 
facilities 
developed 
in 
Pennsylvania 
communities where retarded people under 
state care can live decently. With enough 
training and community acceptance, many 
will be able to live almost independently. 
But all this will take time, money and 
skilled personnel. And in three years, the 
state barely has gotten started. 
Meanwhile little has been done to im­ 
prove Pennhurst and there is a waiting list 
of 2,300 whose families are trying to get 
them in. 
Dedicated and knowledgeable citizens on 
Pennhurst’s board of trustees, an “advisory” 
body, insist that something must be done 
to upgrade Pennhurst itself — because it’s 
going to be around a long time. 
BETTER STAFFING 
They want better staffing and rapid con­ 
struction of 90 cottages of modular design. 
Most of the patients currently at Pennhurst 
could be housed in small, groups and decent 
surroundings in such cottages on the institu­ 
tion grounds. 
The state has promised to build the cot­ 
tages. 
But the wait already has been long and 
this year the legislature cut $!2 million from 
the mental health and retardation budget. 
“I’ll believe it when I see it,” sain Vin­ 
cent Fitzpatrick, president of the board of 
trustees and former national president of 
the Association for Retarded Children. 
“Politicians have been promising to do 
something about Pennhurst for 20 years and 
it’s still pretty much the sam e.”

If Pennhurst were a, prívate institution, state 
specters would have forced it to close years ago,. 
Some buildings are more than 50 years old. They 
don’t meet even minimum standards of health and 
fire safety. 
When new construction enabled one old building 
to be vacated recently, Superintendent C. Duane 
Youngberg ordered the plumbing destroyed so the 
state could not be tempted to use it again. 
But big changes are in the wind at Pennhurst, if 
“bureaucratic strangulation” and money shortages 
don’t interfere. 
Within a few months, 400 Pennhurst patients will 
be moved to Embreeville State Hospital, a relatively 
new psychiatric facility in Chester County. 
SPACE OPENING 
Recent advances in treatment of the emotionally 
disturbed have dram atically reduced the patient, 
population at Embreeville, opening: space for some 
of Pennhurst’s retarded residents. 
By the end of the year, the state plans to build. 
10 “m odular”' cottage-type residences, on the grounds 
of Pennhurst where 150 selected patients will live in 
relatively homelike surroundings.. 
Experts hope that new training' techniques com­ 
bined with a. new environment will enable the resi­ 
dents to lead very different kinds of lives. 
They will be taught to take care of their own, 
'daily needs as much as possible, to perform tasks and 
move around the campus for various activities. 
In the long run th e state hopes to move alm ost 
all mentally' retarded citizens into “ group homes” 
with. in Pennsylvania comm'un ities. 
ORDINARY HOUSES 
They will live under supervision, in ordinary 
houses on ordinary streets, working during the day 
in sheltered, workshops or at ordinary jobs, 


those who need constant custodial care will 
be kept in. .institutions. 
But state care will only be a “last resort” for 
the mentally retarded.. 
Pennsylvania officials believe the best place for 
such people is at home with their families, and keep­ 
ing them at home will be much easier in the future. 
Under the new “right to education rule/'" all citi­ 
zens m ay demand education within, the public school, 
system no m atter what their abilities. Those who 
must have very special, training may be sent to insti­ 
tuí ions but only until they have learned enough to 
live outside. 
The community “group homes'” and m ental health 
centers now being established will, give families a 
place to send a mentally 'retarded person for tempor­ 
ary' care during times of family crisis or when they 
simply want a rest. 
CAN BE BURDEN 
“ Keeping a mentally retarded child, at home can 
be a tremendous burden, no m atter how much the 
child is loved,” explained: Dr. Charles H. Palm,, 
regional director of Mental Health and Retardation, 
“The local centers will make it easier for parents 
by relieving that burden whenever necessary..” 
Eventually Dr. Palm, wants to see the population 
at Pennhurst reduced to 500' from its cur rent level 
of 1.700. 
But all this will require tim e and money. Hun­ 
dreds of professional personnel must be trained. The 
public m ust learn to forget. Its fears and superstitions 
about the mentally retarded and recognize its moral, 
obligation to help them, lead decent lives., 
Meanwhile Pennhurst, will, continue to exist, Its 
squalor, hopelessness and inhumanity' also will persist 
unless the Apathetic citizens of Pennsylvania decide 
they won’t sit idly by any longer.

PREVENTION POSSIBLE 
In 
short, 
most 
mental 
retardation probably can 'be: 
prevented 
“It’s unfortunate that almost 
all medical practice in our 
society 
fa: 
geared 
toward 
treatment,” says Dr. Charles H. 
Palm,, regional, director of the 
Pennsylvania Office of Mental 
Health and Retardation. 
“We could mount a ¡program 
to' prevent lead poisoning for 
less than the cost of main­ 
taining 
one 
brain-damaged 
child. Prevention should be our 
first goal.'”' 
Mental retardation caused, by 
disease can 'be prevented by 
inoculation and early treatment, 
It is now possible even to 
detect the presence of some 
Inborn defects 
before 
'birth.. 
Women with a higher than, 
average chance of giving birth 
to1 a mongoloid child, especially 
older pregnant women, can be 
tested before the baby fa born 
and have it, aborted if they 
wish... 
Infant malnutrition is still 
common in the United States 
where there is food, enough, for 
everyone. 
But there’s still the problem 
of what to do with those who 
are: mentally retarded1. It's a 
problem: the state of Penn-

.inactivity, each member of the 
group was able to perform, the 
steps he was taught with 96 per 
cent accuracy., 
It 'took only four minutes of 
retraining to bring the group 
back to perfect, ¡performance. 
Now some of these severely 
retarded 'people are learning: to 
carry out operations involving 
a hundred separate steps or 
more.

No one could rem em ber how long this man had 
been at Pennhurst. It was in the records somewhbre. 
Crippled and retarded, he spends his life like most 
other Pennhurst residents within four dingy walls,, 
sleeping in a. huge crowded, wall to wall with beds and 
buzzing with flies. The State of Pennsylvania keeps 
him fed and washed — in a rotting shower bin where 
he is pulled onto a. platform, of rough planks and 
scrubbed every day by another patient, 
The aide in the wheelchair ward was surprised to 
see visitors one day last week, 
“Nobody ever comes up here,” she explained. 
“Nobody ever comes to see this.” 
“Show us your worst.,” said Dr. Donald Sokol, 
vice-president of the board of trustees. 
The bathroom, left, was the first, stop. It wasn’t 
the worst bathroom the visitors saw at Pennhurst., 
But the building it is in. was slated for demolition 
years ago. Even to bring it up to state fire and sani­ 
tary standards would cost too much and still would 
not make it a good place to live. 
.“Many of the buildings at Pennhurst, are simply 
unfit for human habitation,.” says Dr, Charles H. 
Palm# state regional director of mental health and" 
retardation. 
Most of the officials directly responsible for Penn­ 
hurst are deeply 'Committed to bringing more humane 
care to the residents of the state institution, but have 
been, hampered by lack of money, legislative indiffer­ 
ence and bureaucratic strangulation. 
Meanwhile the “ kid” in the wheelchair sits and 
shows no sign of hope. 


Department Aware of Mercury's Special Edition 


State to Move 9 0 0 Pennhurst Patients into Home-Type Residences 


Plans to move 900 patients from Pennhurst S tate 
School and Hospital, Spring City, into home-type re­ 
sidences in the Philadelphia area and to Embreeville 
State Hospital the State Department of Public Wel­ 
fare reported Monday. 
In a response to the board of trustees at Penn­ 
hurst, Helene Wohlgemuth, secretary of public wel­ 
fare, said the gradual movement of many patients 
to facilities elsewhere was being done because no 
more large institutional buildings will be construct­ 
ed at the area school. 
The department noted that it was aware The 
Mercury was preparing today’s special edition on 
Pennhurst. 
Mrs. Wohlgemuth neglected to mention in her 


statewide press announcement that the plans she 
described have been in the works for three years 
and little progress has been seen so far. 
The secretary said, “This department will not 
spend massive amounts of money on big buildings 
or on the remodeling of old facilities as patient 
residences to prolong the warehousing of the men­ 
tally retarded. But Pennhurst will continue to func­ 
tion as a smaller revitalized facility.” 
She said the modern approach to training and 
care of the retarded is through small community- 
based facilities and the department is planning to 
move many Pennhurst residents into these resi­ 
dences. Others will he transferred to Embreeville 
Hospital near Coatesville. 


Mrs. Wohlgemuth added that the state depart­ 
ment is planning to install two modular units at 
Pennhurst, an infirmary and a 150-bed residence. 
“The appropriateness of modular units will be 
evaluated before any decision is made on whether 
to extend their use,” she added. 
In reply to criticism by the board concerning 
conditions at the institution, Dr. William B. Beach 
Jr., deputy secretary for mental health and retarda­ 
tion wrote Vincent J. Fitzpatrick, board president, 
“ No rational persons would continue to expend mas­ 
sive amounts of money on the rem.odel.ing of old, 
unsafe facilities as patient residences. 
“ You should know,” he said, “ that neither the 
governor, the secretary nor I want to continue to 


keep patients in outmoded facilities.” 
He admitted that the delays in installation of 
the air conditioning unit in the hyperactive unit a re 
“ inexcuseabie” and reported that steps were ta k e n 
to operate an air circulating system in the building 
to maintain, lower temperatures. 
“ Every effort is being made to expedite instal­ 
lation of the air conditioning system and the depart­ 
ment is following the situation on a daily b a s is,” 
Mrs. Wohlgemuth promised. 
In answer to the board’s request that two old 
buildings for women, patients not be remodeled for 
patient use, Dr. Beach said that the department is 
making plans to use the buildings for administrative 
purposes and a program support unit.

Senate Votes 
Against 
Outlawing Guns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate 
voted 
overwhelmingly 
Monday against outlawing pri­ 
vate 
possession 
of 
handguns 
and against requiring the regis­ 
tration of all firearms and the 
licensing of their owners. 
The votes were the first on 
gun-control legislation since the 
attempted 
assassination 
on 
May 
15 
of 
Alabama 
Gov. 
George C. Wallace during his 
campaign for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
First, the Senate rejected 83 
to 7, a m easure by 'Sen.. Philip 
A. Hart, D-Mich., to prohibit 
privately 
owned handguns 
of 
any kind. 
Hart offered his bill as a sub­ 
stitute for a measure by Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., to ban the 
sale of snub-nosed, easily con- 
cealable handguns not suitable 
for sporting purposes. 
The senate then rejected 78 to 
11, an am endm ent by Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy, B-Mass,, to 
Bayh’s bill to require that all 
firearm s—rifles 
and 
shotguns 
as well as handguns-be regis­ 
tered and that owners obtain 
federal or state licenses. 
Bayh opposed it, as he had 
Hart’s bill, 
saying he didn’t 
want to do anything that would 
imperil the chances of passing 
legislation to ban the sale of 
the small, coneealable kind of 
weapons 
commonly 
used 
by 
criminals. 
Sen. Roman L. Hruska, R- 
Neb., also spoke against H art’s 
and Kennedy’s proposals, call­ 
ing them unrealistic. 
Kennedy said “ the power and 
the influence” of the National 
Rifle Association could be seen 
in the defeat of his and H art’s 
proposals. He said also the Nix­ 
on administration has failed to 
take a strong stand for gun-con­ 
trol measures.

in 
urging 
his 
more 
sweeping 
bill, 
told 
Ms 
col­ 
leagues that if they voted for it 
they would “ be making more 
likely the survival of your fam i­ 
ly and your neighbors.” 
Bayh said Hart’s bill went too 
far and that his own proposal 
would take out of the m arket 
place the kinds of handguns 
most commonly used by crim i­ 
nals. 


Key Witness in Drug Plot 


Killed in Cor Explosion

Marker, who was fired from

March, 
is 
charged with receiving a bribe, 
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extortion, conspiracy, and mal­ 
feasance and misfeasance in of­ 
fice. 
On learning of Hess’s death, 
Richard Sprague, first assistant 
district 
attorney 
in 
Phila­ 
delphia, said he was assigning 
members of the district attor­ 
ney’s staff to aid in the investi­ 
gation. Sprague described Hess, 
who on April 25 pleaded guilty 
to federal charges of possession 
of hashish, as a “star witness” 
in M arker’s trial. 
William Ka lei lis, one of the 
first persons to arrive at Hess’s 
shattered auto, said, “ the man 
was obviously dead. There was 
considerable blood on the front 
of his body and his head was 
resting on the window frame of 
the left-hand door in a rather 
awkward 
position 
that 
sug­ 
gested his neck was broken.”

Sluzenski. 
who 
lives across the street from the 
Tower of Windsor Apartments 
where the explosion occurred, 
said “ I saw a man at the rear 
of a late model, brown hardtop.

I 
don’t know if it went off then or 
whether he attempted to start 
the motor,” she added. “ There 
was a tremendous sound, like 
an explosion.

Air Is Cleaner; Rivers, Streams More Polluted 


WASHINGTON (API - The 
nation’s air is getting cleaner, 
but the rivers and stream s are 
becoming 
more polluted, 
the 
government reported Monday. 
The decrease in air pollution 
signifies 
that 
the 
nation 
is 
“ turning the corner” in its ef­ 
forts to scrub the air clean of 
contaminants, 
said 
Russell 
Train, chairm an of the Council 
on Environmental Quality. 
But he warned that pollutants 
entering 
major 
watersheds 
from agricultural and construc­ 
tion activities pose a serious 
threat to efforts to purify the 
nation’s stream s and rivers. 
“Until we can deal with these 
effectively, we will not be able 
to overcome the water-pollution 
problem,” Train said. 


He made his rem arks after 
presenting to President. Nixon 
the third annual report on the 
environment 
by 
the 
council 
which Train heads. 
The report estimated the cost 
to 
improve 
the 
environment 
during the 1970s would hit a. cu­ 
mulative total of $287 billion for 
the decade or about $100 per 
person per year. 
Costs were running about $10 
billion a year in 1970 and are 
expected to hit $33 billion a 
year by 1980. 
Nixon, in an accompanying 
message to Congress, chided 
the legislators for failing to 
take prompt action on some 20 
administration legislative pro­ 
posals to dean up the environ­ 
ment. 


“ The 
time 
for deliberation 
has passed,” Nixon said. “ It is 
now time for action.” 
Although the report declared 
that even Yellowstone National 
Park “now has air that is con­ 
tam inated 
by 
auto 
exhaust 
fumes,” a study monitoring pol­ 
lutants in 82 metropolitan areas 
showed a 16.9 per cent decrease 
in contamination. 
QUALITY IMPROVED 
“ Based on almost all m eas­ 
ures used,, air quality on a na­ 
tionwide 
basis 
improved 
be­ 
tween 1969 and 1970,” the re­ 
port said. “ While some of this 
apparent improvement may be 
due to changes in weather, lo­ 
calized short-term: fluctuations 
or other factors aside from a 
meaningful reduction of em is­ 


sions, the trend is promising.” 
One significant finding was 
that “ communities under 100.- 
000 population suffer problems 
almost as severe as those in 
large cities.” 
The nationwide estimate re­ 
ported that emissions of carbon 
monoxide dropped 4.5 per cent 
during the year, and particu­ 
lates 7.4 per cent, primarily 
through

to 
smoke stacks.

change in the amount of sulfur

or

To be Built 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 
The nation’s first commercia 
type1 fast breeder nuclear reac­ 
tor power plant will be buili 
near Oak Ridge, Tenn. 
The announcement of the site 
was m ade jointly Monday by 
Chairman 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesi 
nger of 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission and Chairman Au­ 
brey J. Wagner of the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority. 
The $500-million plant will be 
built jointly by TV A and Com­ 
monwealth Edison Co. of Chi­ 
cago as a demonstration model. 
The actual site is a 360-acre 
tract on the Clinch River be­ 
tween Oak Ridge and Kingston, 
about 25 miles west of Knox­ 
ville. 
W agner said it probably will 
be two years before construc­ 
tion forces arrive on the scene. 
“ Prelim inary 
estim ates 
in­ 
dicate that it will probably take 
five years to build the plant 
after construction begins,” he 
said.

Five years ago the federal government 
instituted several national highway safe­ 
ty procedures nationwide. The Depart­ 
ment of Transportation proposes to update 
those requirements. Officials intend to 
put them into effect by next April, if they 
are finally adopted. 


The proposals would go farther than 
any of the states have gone toward en­ 
forcing auto safety procedures. The main 
plank in the new program is a require­ 
ment that drivers and passengers every­ 
where be required by Jaw to use seat 
belts. 
Failure to do so would result in repri­ 
mands or fines. If deaths or injuries 
resulted from non-use of the belts, jail 
sentences might be included. 
In addition, the department would pro­ 
hibit removal of safety-related equipment 
from any vehicle, permit right turns on 


red lights after stopping under certain 
conditions, prohibit drivers from operat­ 
ing a vehicle if the alcohol content in 
their blood measures 0.10 percent or 
more by weight, and require drivers to 
submit to preliminary breath tests upon 
request of an officer. 


Apparently the department intends to 
make the states individually responsible 
for adopting and enforcing these rules, 
threatening a loss of 10 percent of their 
federal road-building monies and all their 
grants-in-aid if they failed to do so. These 
are stringent new rules and there is room 
for argument over the methods the Trans­ 
portation Department would utilize to 
put them into effect. 


The rebuttal in favor of stronger mea­ 
sures are the highway accident statistics. 
If there is another way to reduce thbm, 
now is the time to demonstrate what it is. 


Eighth Month 


Scientists say that Dog Days are due 
to the “ Bermuda High” — a pressure 
system of air that is warmed over the 
equator during the winter and moves 
north and west as the summer advances. 
Moving northward, the air p i c k s up 
moisture, and the heat of August plus 
the moisture results in sultry and hot 
days. 
The term “ Dog Days” comes from 
Sirius, the Dog Star, the brightest star 
in the heavens. Oddly, it is visible only 
during the winter. Sirius rises' and sets 
in the daytime during the summer. 
August may not be the most popular 
month but in nature’s master plan it is 
a pivotal period. Twice in each turning 
year, natural forces seem to pause before 
the two major climatic changes. 
In 
February, and again in the eighth month, 
there comes a period of brooding quiet­ 
ness and waiting expectancy. 
But be­ 


neath the apparent quiet and cessation 
of the basic rhythms that regulate the 
flowering world, great forces are follow­ 
ing the pattern laid down in ancient aeons. 


Summer may look and act tired. The 
green of the leaves is faded and the 
grasses on sundrenched hillsides have 
changed green stems to tan and amber. 
But the corn is pushing toward maturity. 


Stand beside a cornfield on a hot, 
quiet, star-sequined night and you can 
hear the corn grow. Stand on a hillside 
on a peaceful August evening and in the 
quietness of the night you can feel a 
lushness and sense of maturity of year. 


Behind the lassitude and brooding and 
heat, profound and basic transformations 
are taking place. To those who are sen­ 
sitive to nature’s ordered program. Au­ 
gust is an integral part of the turning 
year.

Ever see children suddenly give way 
to a seizure of the most violent type of 
spasms? Writhing or twisting or bobbing 
— it doesn’t matter which. 
One minute they are sitting as quietly 
as you please. Next minute, the fit. And 
back they go to being angels again. A 
lady explained it the other day. “ That’s 
the marrowpranks,” she said. “ They can 
be pretty awful — both to feel and see.” 


But that word “ marrowpranks?” The 
lady elucidated: “ The marrow' in chil­ 
dren’s bones just has to do something 
once in a while. Marrowpranks are the 
only outlet their marrow has.”

A new drug, calcitonin, is still 
in its investigational state, but 
already seems to be important 
in the treatment of Paget’s 
disease. 
This strange illness 
affects the bones and causes 
bone 
destruction 
and 
then 
regeneration 
and 
finally,, 
a 
deformity. 
As more and more is learned 
about the disease, it is known 
that certain changes occur in 
the 
blood 
chemistry 
which 
suggests the diagnosis. This is 
always 
confirmed by X-ray, 
especially of the skull. When the 
condition is allowed to progress, 
many strange disorders affect 
other organs of the body. 
Now that the condition can 
be more readily diagnosed, it 
is hoped that this new drug will 
keep Paget’s disease at a level 
of control, and alleviate the 
bone pain and other symptoms 
associated with it. 


Fungus 
infections 
are 
an 
unpleasant complication of the 
prolonged 
use of antibiotics. 
There are, of course, other 
reasons for fungus infections in 


the mouth, in the intestines, and 
the vagina. 
A new drug, flucytosine, is 
being tried in some cases of 
veryv severe meningitis caused 
by a fungus. It seems to be 
far less toxic than the drugs 
that are now available.. 


As a physician in practice, 
I am constantly impressed by 
the many scientists who con­ 
tinue to expand our knowledge 
by seeking and finding better, 
more useful, and. less, toxic 
drugs.

Less Work for the Same Pay?

Pennsylvania's 
public em­ 
ploye labor movement has 
taken the 35-hour work week 
plunge! 
The shorter work week is 
contained in a 46*page contract 
proposal 
presented 
by 
the 
American Federation of State, 
County, and Municipal Em­ 
ployes, AFL-CIQ (AFSCME» 
bargaining unit representing 
more than 20,000 white collar 
State employes'.. 
The demand is perhaps in­ 
dicative of the growing muscle 
power AFSCME is flexing. 
It may come to a shock to 
many to learn that organization 
among employes of government 
at state, county, and municipal 
levels — even excluding the 
highly-organized public school 
mmmm 


t e a c h e r s — already is 
proportionately higher than in 
private industry. 
More than one-third of the 
nation’s public employes are 
organized — while fewer than 
30 per cent of private industry’s 
w o r k e r ’s are dues-paving 
members. 
Furthermore, 
union mem­ 
bership among public employes 
is increasing at a rapid pace 
while 
membership 
in 
the 
private sector — relative to 
total employment — has been 
decreasing in recent years. 
AFSCME has no “fat cat” 
complex because of its mem­ 
bership among State employes. 
With more than 70.000 members 
in State government offices, 
AFSCME is zeroing in on 
membership gilns in Penn- 
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sylvania’s 67 counties. Already 
in the AFSCME stable are 
employes of Monroe, Dauphin, 
York, 
Carbon, and 
Lehigh 
counties. Employes of Bucks, 
Franklin and Northumberland 
counties are awaiting Penn­ 
sylvania Labor Relations Board 
election dates. 
Incidentally, the next big 
AFSCME target is Erie County 
— with a PLRB election today 
when employes of the county 
hospital and annex, jail, and 
court-related offices will decide 
on representation. 
And, there is York County — 
where 205 eligible employes 
jumped on the AFSCME band­ 
wagon onlv last week and 
already are telling York County 
commissioners that new raises 


and benefits granted non-union 
employes will be a “mere 
starting point” in contract talks 
to come.

The Sea

Ocean traveling by luxury 
ship takes very little special 
knowledge. Various ships have 
a s s o r t e d characters, per­ 
sonalities, moods. The first year 
the greatest American Atlantic 
liner, The United States, was 
in action, a friend of ours took 
it to Europe, inspected it in 
detail, as was his nosy wont, 
and discovered it was a lavishly 
camouflaged 
troopship: 
its 
walls were steel painted in 
pastels, its polite staff amenities 
cloaked its true functional use 
— to be shifted in time of war 
to a great vessel, for tran­ 
sporting troops. 
When said friend returned, we 
asked what the trip in the 
maiden year of the United 
States had been like, and he 
replied, “Like going to Europe 
on the New Yorker Hotel.” 
Now, no one ever accused the 
estimable commercial hotel, 
The New Yorker, now being 
turned into a great Manhattan 
hospital, of being a. luxury hotel., 
Functional, to be sure: luxury, 
hardly. Traveling on the Queen 
Elizabeth 
2 
is 
something 
agreeably else: it’s like sailing 
to Europe aboard The Dor- 
Ch e s t e r , the Savoy, or 
Claridges, all great London 
hotels. And if we dwell on the 
subject of great luxury ocean 
travel, it’s because it was a 
dream come true when we 
started taking ships to Europe 
more than. 15 years ago. 
We’ve crossed on the old 
Liberte, a great French ship 
now sold for junk; we’ve been 
on most Atlantic .liners over the 


last 30 years as traveler or ship 
news reporter, and these great 
Atlantic 
ships 
have 
been 
universally satisfying, including 
the same old United States, now 
in mothballs at Norfolk, Va., 
or somesuch abeyant storage, 
awaiting a war it will be ready 
for, though unlikely in this 
optimist’s lifetime. 
But the luxury of ocean liners 
will, continue, also in our op­ 
timistic vein: it’s our sincere 
conviction that surface ocean 
travel never will disappear; 
diminish it has, but like all the 
great inventions which seemed 
set to erase the medium of 
travel or communications just 
previous, and haven’t, merely 
adj'usted the emphases, we can’t 
see intercontinental airplanes 
completely 
removing 
ocean 
liners from the marvelously 
luxurious world: every youngster 
may admire to experience 
sometime. If George McGovern 
can make the 
Presidential 
nomination, if a drugstore clerk 
named Hubert can get one toe 
pointed toward the White House, 
if a humble store worker named 
Nixon can call 1600 Penn 
sylvama Avenue home, then an 
ultimate ocean voyage is a 
cinch. Especially if this un­ 
frocked gravedigger and dock 
walloper can make it. 
And so our tips on traveling 
on the ocean giants are few and 
simple: don’t be wary of the 
seeming hysteria of boarding: 
the Queen Elizabeth 2 swallows 
up a couple thousand travelers 
within a few hours dockside. 
There will be enough help there 


for all. Our serendipity years 
ago was unusual, we admit. 
We’d interviewed a youngish 
waterfront dock walloper named 
Ray Ska rica because his in­ 
te r e s t s went .considerably 
beyond luggage toting. 
We learned he not only .served, 
on the Cunard dock, but owned 
a karate school in Queens on 
Long 
Island, 
taught 
that 
esoteric violence to men and 
women, the latter expanding 
their interest in self defense 
with every new tale of a 
mugger in the papers. Ray 
Ska.rica also taught judo and 
the French science of Savate, 
in which the educated toe is 
used for more than a ballet 
dancer’s en pointe. It can, in 
the case of a skilled Savate 
student, enable you to dropkick 
an assailant into the happy 
world of -unconsciousness. 
With Ray’s total expertise 
assimilated by a student, man 
or woman, a trip through 
Central Park, might even seem 
a convenient al fresco workout 
at the gym. Ray also now 
promotes prizefighting on Long 
Island. 
It was through our prior 
meetings with Ray Skarica that 
our arrivals shipside at the 
Cunard dock (once at 54th 
Street and the North River, now 
at 44th Street) took on the 
simplest method of boarding. 
Ray pointed out it was just the 
friendly face that caused us to 
think we were being raced 
through magically. 
“See that family there,” he 
pointed to1 a group of four. 


“They’re getting a complete 
stranger to take their luggage. 
Watch,” and we did; the family 
got aboard the Queen Elizabeth 
2 at the same moment we did. 
So that is no problem.

Walter Cronkite 
'Shall Return'

BALI BEACH HOTEL, In­ 
d o n e s i a — F a n s of Walter 
Cronkite will be relieved to 
learn that he is alive, well, and 
doing a bit of beachcombing 
here between the 
national 
political conventions. 
Like McArthur, 'Lazarus and 
Nixon, he shall return. To in­ 
dicate that this brief respite 
among the lotus eaters has not 
destroyed his keen perspective, 
he predicts that the Republicans 
who assemble at Miami Beach 
will select a 
Nixon-Agnew 
ticket, perhaps even on the first 
ballot. 
Cronkite will check in at 
Miami Beach a week before the 
GOP gavel, as usual, and go 
the distance. If you. think, that 
comes under the heading of self- 
flagellation, forget it. Walter, 
the ultimate anchorman, enjoys 
it. He’ll, have many things to 
attend to during the week 
leading up to the re-coronation. 
He trains hard for these or­ 
deals. 
There is the matter of fitting 
himself to his desk and chair, 
for example. Like clothes, desks 
and chairs must be altered as 
an anchorman grows a bit 
older. Walter wras a 38 at the 
conventions of 1968. Ndw he’s 
a 42. So much for the chair. 
As for the desk, it has become 
a communications center that 
would have confounded Mar­ 
coni. Through it, and Cronkite’s 
ear-pieoe, funnel the voices of 
Babel: his people on the floor, 
his deep-domed commentators, 
and his newsroom monitoring 
NBC, ABC and the wire .ser­ 
vices. 
Walter is the only 
member of the huge staff who 
hears the entire convention, 
including the horrors of the 
rhetoric from the platform. He 
has the final word on whether 
to “take” Roger Mudd, Dan 
Rather, 
the 
stout 
female 
delegate denouncing the sinking 
of souffles, the commercial, or 
the riot outside the hall. 
It must be something like 
commanding a 747. Through a 
hurricane. He must be able to 
swivel and select, pick and 
choose, judge the immediacy of 
competitive pleas from the 
floor, and present an urbane 
face to millions of viewers. In 
my opinion, he achieves these 


complex 
ends 
better 
than 
anybody else in the business. 
And with such easy grace, born 
of the fact that almost any job 
is a sinecure after working for 
the UP. 
I 
asked 
him 
how 
the 
Republican 
Convention 
will 
differ from the Democratic. 
“The biggest thing, I suppose, 
will be the contrast in ap­ 
pearances,” Cronkite guessed. 
"The delegates will be a bit 
older and quieter than we saw 
during the Democratic Con­ 
vention. Not that the Democrats 
were raucous in any way. Their 
convention went off with great 
decorum, though their sessions 
tended to run a bit long. In 
fact, all night, one night — and 
I had sat down In my chair 
at 3 the previous afternoon to 
get the regular news program 
in shape before the convention 
session opened. 
“The GOP platform meetings 
the week before the convention, 
though they don’t have too 
ranch to argue about, could be' 
more 
interesting than the 
convention 
itself. 
Assuming 
there are no outside demon­ 
strations bordering on. the 
disastrous, the convention will 
be dull.” 
In the event of trouble outside 
— as threatened by radical 
youth groups — how would the 
CBS cameras cover it? 
“I’d say we’d follow the 
guideline of concentrating on 
the story inside the ball unless 
something 
happened outside 
that 
clearly 
furthered 
the 
story,” he said. “I don’t mean 
momentary flare ups, like the 
kids breaking through a fence 
during the Democratic Con­ 
vention or moving into the lobby 
of McGovern’s hotel. I mean 
we’d go to new demands, new 
groups and, of course, anything 
that was palpably violent.” 
Cronkite doesn’t think this is 
likely to happen because of the 
efficiency and intelligence of the 
Miami Beach Police Depart­ 
ment— headed by his good 
friend Chief Pomerantz. Also, 
the police have geography on 
their side. Miami Beach is a 
fabled ship tied up to the 
mainland by a few slender 
causeways, easily policed and 
monitored.

Army Acts to Halt Heroin Smuggling at Stockade

Army has acted to halt heroin 
smuggling at its Long Binh mil­ 
itary stockade after discovering 
11 prisoners who had used the 
drug while being held there, a 
spokesman reported Monday. 


The 11 were identified as her­ 
oin users during urinalysis test 
“ sweeps” of the prison’s 
in­ 
mates and staff in June and 
July. 
Six other newly arrived in­ 
mate also were pinpointed as 
drug users in the tests and at 
least one guard was dismissed 
after empty heroin vial were 
found 
in

quarters, 
the 
spokesman said. 
“ We .hope now that the prob- 
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lem is licked” he added, ex-1 
plaining that no heroin, users 
were found in two surprise test 
sweeps of the prison on July 27 
and 31.

Downtown to Reopen 
Owner Faces Work, 
Worries After Flood

The sign above the air con­ 
ditioning regulator warns “ Do 
not set below 68 degrees.” 
Yet the dial below is turned 
to the 
maximum degree of 
coolness — 55. 
It really doens’t matter. The 
air conditioning at Downtown 
Motor Inn Isn’t working. 
Hardly 
anything 
else 
is 
working either, all because of 
Hurricane Agnes. 
Waters 
from 
Manatawny 
Creek rose higher in the High 
and Manatawny streets facility 
than in any other building in 
Pottstown and North Coventry 
during 
the 
hurricane 
and 
subsequent 
flooding 
of 
the 
M a n a t a w n y and Schuylkill 
River. 
And between worrying about 
getting all of the malfunctioning 
equipment back in shape, An­ 
thony 
Moser a, 
owner, 
has 
another worry. 
“ Where have all the people 
gone 
and 
will 
they 
return 
again?” 


CROWD LOUNGE 
The people used to crowd the 
lounge of the inn every Wed­ 
nesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday nights, and Sunday 
afternoons to drink and dance 
to the music of rock bands. 
The crowds were responsible 
for taking the perennial money 
loser out of the red, 
But with the inn closed since 
June 22, the customers found 
other entertainment spots. 
“ I’m definitely going to get 
some of the peopie back,” he 
proclaims to friends. “ I saw 
some of the customers recently 
and they said they can’t wait 
until we reopen.” 
Those 
comments, 
however, 
were from only 
a 
few 
and 
Mosera concedes that on band 
nights, as many as 260 people 
were showing up to dance and 
listen, 
Mosera 
hopes 
to 
reopen 
sometime between Sept. 15 and 
Oct. 1. 
The lounge probably could 
have reopened sooner if the bar 
were in good shape. But it isn’t. 
The rectangular shaped bar was 
warped, twisted and nearly torn 
apart by the combined effects 
of soaking underwater for two 
days 
and 
the 
force of the 
current which swirled through 
the building. 
NEW BAR 
So Mosera has to order a new 
bar and waiting for delivery is 
the cause of the delay. 
Also damaged were booths, 
c h a i r s , 
tables, 
carpeting, 
lighting fixtures, the bandstand, 
liquid dispensing equipment and 
hundreds of dollars worth of 
beer, liquor and soda. 
All will be replaced1 by the 
time the new bar arrives — 
hopefully. 
Mosera 
conced.es 
the 
in­ 
creasing bar trade 
was the 
major reason the business went 
into the black shortly before the 
flood, marking the first time in 
23 months he was the owner 
that the Downtown Motor Inn 
showed a profit. 
And he’s realistic enough to 
admit that without a return of 
his band crowd, there’s little 
hope of going into the black 
again for a long time after 
reopening. 
He does report progress in 
restoring the motel rooms and

said Monday he will open 16 
of his 65 units Aug. 20. More 
will be opened two weeks after 
that and the remaining ones will 
open from time to time until 
all 65 are in use again, 
“ You wouldn’t believe what 
confronted us when we returned 
to the units after the flood 
waters receded,” Mosera said 
shaking his head “ You just 
wouldn’t believe it. 
“ It took four men to drag 
each mattress from the rooms. 
They were so water logged they 
couldn’t lift them — they could 
only drag them and it took an 
hour for each room.” 


SECOND STORY 
Even the second-story motel 
rooms didn't escape damage, as 
the rising waters reached 
a 
level of 6 inches in those rooms 
covering carpeting and warping 
the 
bottom 
6 
inches 
of 
everything 
resting 
on 
the 
carpets — 
televisions, 
beds, 
chairs, night tables, bureaus 
and floor lamps. 
Almost all of the furnishings 
had to be disposed of. 
“ We took the carpets from 
the 
first-floor 
rooms to 
the 
dump,” said the owner, “ and 
we sold the ones from the 
second-floor 
rooms 
for 
$15 
each. 
Mosera figures his loss at 
$300.000 — an amount he said 
never will be made up, even 
if he works forever,. 
He applied for a $200,000 loan 
from the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration and he’ll probably 
get it. 
That still leaves $100,000 in 
losses. 
“ So we’ll have to make do 
with much less than we did 
before the flood. We’ll have to 
cut back. Instead of two end 


tables in each room we’ll have 
only one. 
“ Instead of lamps, that cost 
$42 each, we’ll have $22 ones. 
“ The kitchen help will have 
to work with two toasters in­ 
stead of three. 
“ And we’ll have to start out 
with less of an inventory of food 
for our restaurant.” 


POWER FAILURE 
Mosera pointed out that the 
flood waters caused a power 
failure for days at the inn and 
n e a r l y 
$5,000 
worth 
of 
perishable food spoiled1 in his 
two waik-in refrigerators. 
“ When we finally got into the 
refrigerators, the food actually 
was turning to dust. 
“ And the odor was terrible. 
We had to get the fire company 
to hose down the interiors of 
the refrigerators and then we 
had to steam clean them.” 
But through it all a man who 
suffered 
a 
personal 
loss 
of 
$300.000 is surprisingly matter 
of fact. 
He’s not bitter. 
“ I got nothing but the best 
cooperation from the borough 
and the firemen and the police. 
Everybody was just great. 
“ Actually I was lucky. My 
place 
was 
flooded 
by 
the 
Manatawny so I didn’t get any 
of the oil like people did who 
were flooded by the Schuylkill. 
“ If that happened 
I don’t 
know what I’d have done. Just 
walk away, I guess.” 
His attitude is hard for most 
people to understand. 
“ Lamenting doesn't get it,” 
he explained, “ Working does.” 
And on work he’s an expert. 
For the 
23 
months 
Mosera 
owned the Downtown Motor Inn, 
he wasn’t away from the place 
for even 23 hours.

talk with Mr. John Ralston, the new coach of the 
Denver Broncos, and he opens with the mature judg­ 
ment that Denver can win 10 games this year,

“Sim ple,” says John. "We figure to get a split 
in the four games we play with Kansas City and 
Oakland. 
Then in the four we play with Atlanta, 
Los Angeles, Minnesota and the New York Giants, 
we figure to get another split. We think we’ll win all 
the others. 
That comes out for the season to 10- 
and-4.” 
It isn’t a bad record for a man coming off the 
Stanford campus to engage in his first season in pro. 
And it doubtless will get John Coach-of-the-Year. 
The only things to be decided are where the 
dinner is going to be held for purposes of making the 
award, and if the function will be preceded by a no- 
host cocktail party — which is the worst kind. 
P L E A S IN G P R O SP E C T 
Denver will be glad it hired Ralston. The best it 
could do last year was 4-9-1, hardly encouraging for 
a team that sold out for every game. 
But Ralston is a lively sort, with ambition he 
doesn't try to conceal. 
You ask him why he left the 
loving bosom of Stanford for the pros, and he answers 
quietly: 
"Career progression. I started out as a high school 
assistant coach. I moved up to head coach, then assist­ 
ant in a big college, then head coach in a small college 
and then head coach in a big college. The National 
League was the next logical step.” 
It is pretty hard to fault the man’s thinking, es­ 
pecially since he has a five-year contract at possibly 
twice the salary he earned at Stanford. 
Now 45, Ralston is anything but a happy-go-lucky. 
With great thought to detail, he has planned his exist­ 
ence. He works unusually hard, taking the position 
that football, amateur or pro, essentially is a game 
of organization. 
The guy who best organizes his staff and his 
troops is the one who will do most of the winning. 
Ralston spent most of the winter and spring ex­ 
amining film, evaluating the 1,000 or-so players who 
inhabit the National League. In his file now is a card 
on each. 
“ In college football." says John, "you only have 
to worry about those opponents you are playing during 
the season. But in pro, you’ve got to know all the ath­ 
letes, mainly because trading is such an essential part 
of the gam e.”1 
He admits readily he is wary about trading right 
now, beset with all the suspicion of a country type 
visiting the city. He has this unshakable feeling that 
someone is going to skin him. 
"Do you mean you don't trust us?" the others 
presumably have asked. 
" I trust you devoutly,” answers John. "It's just 
that since we've been talking, my watch has dis­ 
appeared from my wrist.” 
To fatten his intelligence for next year’s draft, 
Ralston divided up the country recently, dispatching 
his staff to the various sectors to watch spring prac­ 
tice. 
John personally took the south, visiting Georgia 
Tech, Alabama, Grambling, Tulane, LSU, Memphis 
State and Arkansas. The energy he is expending is 
enormous, but quite necessary, he believes, for all 
the catching up he requires. 
Denver and Minnesota are the only team s to have 
booked but five exhibition games, instead of the cus­ 
tomary six, on the ground that seasons in pro foot­ 
ball are too long, inviting injury. 
In the end, it is usually the healthy teams that 
win titles. 
POSSIBLE CHANGE 
Still, it was Ralston’s predecessor at Denver, 
Lou Seban, who arranged the five-game exhibition 
schedules. John may go to six next year, mainly be­ 
cause pre-season games are profitable, and the clubs 
aren’t playing for matchsticks. 
It Ralston worried about the transition from, ama­ 
teur to pro? 
I talked to Dan Devine at Green Bay,” says 
John.

This doesn’t solve the problem 
but it does reduce the crime 
rate and it tends to eliminate 
the pusher. 
'“ Addicts need help. Can you 
imagine an addict going to his 
pusher and asking him for help 
to kick the habit? 
Bortell said the courts are 
lenient because they don't have 
the facilities to put a criminal 
away once he is convicted so 
he is free to walk the streets. 
This is very demoralizing to a 
law enforcement official.” 
The ex-policeman said that 
there is still an opportunity for 
a young man in police work.
